having by fuch means, obtained fuch an 


end, he feared, that while there remained | 


upoa the earth, and efpecially within a 
few leagues of France, a people enjoying, 
under a mild and legitimate Sovereign, a'l 
the bleffings of freedom ; wile there re- 
mained fuch a people, fo fituated, he dread- 
ed, atid not without reafon, chat therr fen- 
timents and their examp'e would, bv de- 
grees, penetrate through his foreft of bavo- 
nets, his wnyriads of [pies, and would, firift 
or laft, fhake the foundation of his i!) gotten 
power, 


He could not, indeed, impute either 
to our Sovereign or to his fubje€ts, 
any defign, much lefs any attempt, to dif- 
turb him in the exercife of his ulurped au. 
thority. We never had interfered, nor 
have we ever thown any defire to interfere 
in the concerns of the Conful or his Re- 
public; and his Majelty, even after ail the 
ass of provocation, all the injuries and 
infults committed againit himfelf and his 
people, has now folemniy renewed his dec- 
Jaration, that his object is not to dettroy or 
change any thing in the internal ftace of 
other countries, but folely to preferve, in 
his own dominions, every thing dear to 


himfelf and his fubjeéts. 


This, however, is not fuficient to fatisty 
the Conful of France ; it 1s not fuficie:
